An armed robbery was com- 
mitted at a Romulus service 
station located near the 31000 
block of Van Born Road last 
week. 

Shortly after 4 p.m. last 
Wednesday, two men entered 
the station and made a purch- 
ase. They exited, then returned 
a short-time later, according to 
police. 

Upon re-entering the store, 
one of the two suspects dropped 
a pop bottle on the floor where 
it shattered, police said. The 
cashier, a 27-year-old Romulus 
resident, walked to the other 
side of the counter to tell the 
men to not worry about the 
shattered glass and that he in- 
tended to clean up the mess. 

At that time, one of the two 
suspects came up behind the 
cashier, placed a hand on his 
shoulder and a what he be- 
lieves was a gun in his back, 
according to police. One of the 
suspects grabbed the cashier 
by the hair, led him back to the 
cash register where he was told 
to remove the money, police 
said. 

He was then told to sit on the 
floor and not move. 

At the same time, a second 
attendant was forced to the 
floor in the storage room by the 
second suspect. He was also 
told to not move. 

The robbers then fled the sta- 
tion with a minimal amount of 
cash, police said. No one was 
injured. 

The first suspect is described 
as a black male about 25 years 
old. He is-approximately five- 
foot, 11-inches in heighth and 
was described as very thin. At 
the time of the robbery, he was 
wearing a light brown jacket 
with a hood, and blue jeans. He 
was armed with a chrome- 
color revolver. 

The second suspect was de- 
scribed as a black male of ab- 
out the same age.

in a report to the city council

“But they will not raise 
if you’ve been honest in telling 
us about any new construction 
and have paid your fair share 
in the past,” she said. 


Nationwide surveys to determine need for 
small version of Cobo Hall in Romulus

City officials will soon be 
seeing the results of a study 
conducted to determine the 
feasibility of making Romulus 
home to a smaller version of 
Cobo Hall. 

If agreed upon by local 
businesses, city officials and 
developers, the new Exposi- 
tion/Conference Center, which 
could hold up to 15,000 patrons, 
may be housed in the city with- 
in the next few years, accord- 
ing to Dennis Oakes, director of 
community development for 
Romulus. 

The need for such a center 
was conceived in a discussion 
between city officials and hotel 
owners within the past two 
years, said Oakes. 

“We were trying to think of a 
way to market the demand for 
the 3,200 hotel rooms in the city 
and thought this may be a good 
idea," Oakes said. Now. a sur- 
vey of local businesses is being 
conducted to decide whether or 
not there is a sufficient demand 
for such a facility.” 

The approximate §35,000 
feasibility test survey is being 


given to all ot chamber of com- 
merce members, to hotels and 
to trade show associations 
throughout the United States. 
The research will be conducted 
and compiled by a national con- 
sulting firm, Economic Re- 
search Associates. Oakes said. 

Although a quarter of the ex- 
pense for the project is being 
supplied by the city, LoPatin 
Company, the potential de- 
veloper of the center, and other 
private sources will supply the 
remainder of the expense. 

“It is not our intent to raise 
the taxes to pay for any part of 
this center," Oakes said. “In 
fact, part of the study is being 
done to determine where the 
source of 'funding will come 
from." 

If the idea does become a 
reality, the Exposition/Confer- 
ence Center will be owned by 
the city and most likely leased 
to Ogden Allied, operators of 
Cobo Hall. 

“Although the city would 
own the building, Ogden would 
do the marketing for use. 
maintenance and the running 
of the facility.” Oakes ex- 
plained. 

Oakes said there is hope that 


some of the money collected for 
Cobo Hall each year from 
Wayne, Oakland and Macomb 
counties could be used to pay 
for the building of the center. 

“Cobo Hall receives about 
$15 million a year from the tri- 
county area and not all of that 
money is being used." Oakes 
said. “We are currently look- 
ing into the legal aspects to see 
what the possibility is that we 
can get a share of that money to 
build the center.” 

The building would be leased 
for a fee to the companies who 
wish to use it. Because of the 
capacity the building. Oakes 
said it would most likely be 
used for trade shows or busi- 
ness exhibitions. 

“Part of our concern is to be 
sure we aren’t taking business 
away from Cobo Hall, but with 
a capacity of 100.000 to 150,000 
we don't forsee that happen- 
ing," Oakes said "We think 
that with business form the air- 
port and the 3.200 hotel rooms, 
there should be sufficient mar- 
ket for demand and that Cobo 
Hall will still be needed for the 
bigger events.”

Romulus voters returned six 
incumbents to the Romulus 
City Council and chose Mary 
Ann Banks as mayor pro tern in 
balloting Tuesday. 

Although all totals were still 
unofficial at press time, Banks 
won the seat back with a total of 
1,716 votes out of the 2,669 cast 
at the ballots. 

Banks served as mayor pro 
tern from 1977 to 1989 at which 
time she elected not to seek 
office. 

Running second with a total 
of 1,489 votes was incumbent 
Randolph Gear. Jimmie Rasp- 
berry took third with 1,380; 
Noah P. Bergeron took fourth 
with 1,371; William Wadsworth 
Jr. took fifth with 1,319; Ellis 
Pennington took sixth with 
1,216 and Russell Lambert took 
the seventh and final seat with 
a total of 1.173 votes. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
ran unopposed in the election 
and re-captured the helm 
which she has held for eight 
years with a total of 1 ,918 votes. 

City Clerk Linda Choate and 
Treasurer James Napiorkows- 
ki also ran unopposed. The 
clerk re-captured her seat with 
a total of 1,753 votes while 
Napiorkowski won again with 


1,635 votes. 

Because the proposal to 
change the terms of office for 
elected officals to four years 
was also rejected by voters, the 
incumbents will again be serv- 
ing two-year terms. 

Ballot Proposals B and C 
which asked voters to approve 
bond issues for a total of 1.51 
mills for road repair and storm 
drain improvement were also 
defeated by the voters both by a 
margin of close to 500 votes. 

For the election this year, 12 
candidates vied for the seven 
council seats. Seeking office 
were incumbents Randolph 
Gear, Noah P. Bergeron, Fred 
Junior Block, Russell Lam- 
bert, Ellis Pennington. Jimmie 
Raspberry and William Wads- 
worth Jr., and contestants 
Mary Collins, Pauline Calhoun, 
Judith Frederick, Doreen 
Seibert and Mary Ann Banks. 

Although there are 13,500 
registered voters in the city of 
Romulus, the small turn out 
was pretty much what was ex- 
pected, according to City Clerk 
Linda Choate. 

“The weather may have 
played a factor in such a low 
turn-out but really we didn’t ex- 
pect that more than 3,000 peo- 
ple would show up to vote,” she 
said. 


The re-inspection will update 
city records of residential 
property value. The last time 
such an inspection was con- 
ducted was 1978, when re- 
measuring of an individual 
structure (such as a porch or 
garage) was not required, 
according to Raftary. 

“The last time anything like 
we’re doing now was conducted

A program unique to Romu- 
lus is giving high school seniors 
a more in depth look at the life 
ahead of them.

"Before passing the class, 
they must make a three to five 
year life plan which we hope 
will start them on their way to a 
successful future,” Cebula 
said.

A 1992 budget, which keeps 
pace with the rising level of ser- 
vices, has been adopted by the 
Van Buren Township Board. 

In presenting the budget to 

• the board. Treasurer Helen 
^Foster noted that difficult 

• choices had to be made to meet 
3 the needs of the community 
3 within the existing economy. 

! “The economy in the state of 
; Michigan has had a strong in- 
fluence on the budget. State 
share revenues are traditional- 
ly 35 to 40 percent of general 
fund revenues. With the severe 
budget constraints in Lansing 
this year, our pro-rata share of 
these revenues will not in- 
crease by the 4.5 percent that 
they have grown, but have been 
approved by the legislature at 
only 2 percent. Our population 
growth has benefitted us in that 
formula also, which helps 
; alleviate the impact of that 
. cut,” Foster said. 

‘‘Revenues which accom- 
3 pany development are also 
favorable. The coming fiscal 
year expects to generate per- 
mit revenue and new single- 
family home building, which 
we have promoted for balance 
to our development,” the 
treasurer said. “Assessment 
freezes and various property 
tax reform proposals will im- 
pact 1992 revenue. Of our re- 
venue sources, property tax is 
only 8 percent. Further, there 
are no federal sources of re- 
venue for general governmen- 
tal operations.” 

Foster noted that, as other 
agencies provide fewer ser- 
vices and mandated changes 
arrive from state and federal 
levels without funding sources, 
providing funds for needed ser- 
vices becomes a unique chal- 
lenge.

The BAM, located in the for- 
mer Quirk Elementary School, 
contains scaled-down replicas

• Wabash Depot, which was 
built in the early 1800s. The 

. first train came through Belle- 
; ville in 1881. After a fire in the 
early 1960s, the depot was 
razed.

; displayed on the replica of the 
depot . 

• Van Buren Township Halfand 
Grange was built in 1875 and has 

; served through the years as a 
; library, police station, jail and 
: office building. It now houses 
; the offices of The Enterprise. 

Belleville Area Chamber of 
; Commerce and Adventure 

• Travel. The second floor was 
; paid for by the Grange Society 

• and used as a meeting hall. 

• Denton Methodist Church 
was built in 1869 on two lots 

I purchased for $100 The Method- 
’ ist Society was organized in 
1840, and the first church built in 
18 

• Dressmaker shop is typical 
of the combination shop and re- 
sidence of the era. In 1881, 
there were two dressmakers 
and a milliner in the area 

• Pulton Furniture Store was 


operated by J.C. Pullen, who 
also operated an undertaking 
establishment on Main Street 
near High Street prior to 1913. 

• Beebe’s General Store, own- 
ed by Everett Beebe, was lo- 
cated in Sumpter Township 
and is an example of the nation- 
al style of architecture. 

• Sumpter School, a one- 
room schoolhouse, featured 
separate doors for boys and 
girls to enter and exit separ- 
ately. 

• Dr. Forbes’ office and home, 

built in the early 1850s by John 
Forbes wa located at 368 Liber- 
ty St. For many years his son, 
Dr. Elias Forbes, lived and 
practiced medicine there. 

• Arlington Hotel, built prior 
to 1890, was renamed the 
Mandt Hotel in 1901 when 
purchased by William Mandt. 
Before it burned in 1981, it ser- 
vedd as a meat market, shoe 
store and carpet shop. Apart- 
ments were located on the 
second floor. 

• Campbell Drug Store, lo- 
cated in the old Music Hall, was 
operated by Sam Campbell. 
The drug store was on the left 
side of the building and A.E 
Smith, owner of The Enter- 
prise), occupied the right. 

• Bank of Belleville was orga- 
nized in 1899 and by 1910 a new 
brick building was constructed 
at Main and Fourth. In 1915, the 
bank was renamed Peoples 
State Bank, and later was 
purchased by the National 
Bank of Detroit and moved to 
the present location. 

Changing exhibits of arti-

Recycling and composting 
have been designated as offi- 
cial programs to reduce waste 
in Belleville. 

Two options of the Wayne 
County Solid Waste Manage- 
ment Plan were adopted by the 
Belleville City Council. The 
first option calls for recycling/ 
composting for curbside collec- 
tion, and the second option util- 
izes existing landfills for the re- 
mainder of the waste mate- 
rials. 


“The choices are good for 
Belleville, and we appreciate 
the information gathered by 
the Conference of Western 
Wayne on this. It was good of 
the CWW to provide this in- 
formation,” said Belleville 
Mayor Glenn Silvenis. 

A report to the city council, 
noted that the composting 
program is under way and has 
been successful. The city hopes 
to begin a mandatory curbside 
recycling program in January, 


1992, along with a drop-off re- 
cycling center, the report said. 

Adoption of the recycling/ 
composting option for the 3,270 
residents will divert substan- 
tial amounts of solid waste cur- 
rently being landfilled. This di- 
version will result in disposal 
cost savings generated by the 
avoidance of tipping fees and 
the sale of recyclables and the 
compost end product.

Preserving and protecting 
the environment can be an ev- 
eryday project when tri- 
community residents follow 
simple procedures to reduce, 
reuse and recycle. 

The focus of a Conference of 
Western Wayne project has 
been to inform students and 
adults about projects to reduce 
waste, reuse materials and re- 
cycle products. 

A household hazardous 
waste collection day was con- 
ducted for Belleville and Van 
Buren Township residents, and 
many hazardous substances - 
batteries, used motor oil, insec- 
ticides and household cleaners 
- were collected. Another col- 
lection day has not been plan- 
ned due to the high cost of 
hazardous waste disposal. 
However, individuals can re- 
duce or eliminate the hazar- 
dous products in their homes 
through the use of alternate, 
non-hazardous products. 

Often, potentially hazardous 
products can be eliminated 
from homes by the use of 
alternative products, many of 
which are common household 
items. It has been estimated 
that the average family dis- 
cards approximately 100 
pounds of hazardous products 
annually, according to environ- 
mental anaylsts. 

Many household products 
contain chemicals that can be 
dangerous in the event of 
accidental poisoning or fire. 
When they are discarded, they 


ing option apper to have grea- 
ter economic benefits than 
other available options, be- 
cause there is a return of funds 
to the community based on the 
current sale of the recyclable 
commodities. Currently, the 
money returned does not offset 
the additional costs of provid- . 
ing curbside collection, the 
study noted. Recent experi- 
ence has revealed that approx- 
imately 15 to 20 percent of prog- 
ram costs will be regained by 


can contribute to the con- 
tamination of the soil, water 
and air. The pollution risks can 
be reduced by using alterna- 
tives or, if none are available, 
buying only what you will use in 
the immediate future, environ- 
mentalists advise. 

Environmentalists suggest 
alternatives for some common 
hazardous household material. 
For example, substitute a mix- 
ture of bar soap and water or 
used dishwater instead of using 
insecticides on household 
plants, they said. 

Individuals can remove the 
food supply from pests and use 
live traps, in place of arsenic- 
based pest products. They also 
suggest the use of cedar, 
rosemary or eucalyptus oils on 
cotton pet collars and Brewers 
yeast added to pet food, rather 
than the use of flea collars and 
sprays for household pets. 
Cedar chips also can be used in 
place of mothballs. 

In addition, homemakers 
can use borax and lemon juice 
as an abrasive cleaner, borax 
instead of bleach or disinfec- 
tant, baking powder on the car- 
pet as a freshener and baking 
soda and water to clean the 
oven. 

A booklet of environmental 
tips is available to township re- 
sidents at the Van Buren 
Township Hall, 46425 Tyler 
Road. 

Each Saturday, between 10 
a.m. and 3 p.m., newspapers, 
glass, plastics, tin and alumi- 
num wastes are collected at the 
recycling center behind the 
Van Buren Township Hall.

Shoppers flock to flea market

They’ve been popular for de- 
cades. Men. women and chil-

Flea markets cannot be cons- 
idered a thing of the past be- 
cause in the 1990s, they are be- 
coming more of a business ven- 
ture for the future.

The flea market has several 
rows of spectacular new and 
old antiques. Some are to place 
on a shelf and admire while 
other items can be used on a 
day-to-day basis, according to 
Moody. 

There are about 85 booths at 
the Flea Market, but once own- 
er Frank Carmisino completes 
the renovation of the building, 
there will be 100 booths.

A fine effort 

Today, there are some very exhausted, but happy, newly 
elected officials in many of our local communities. 

There are an equal number of political hopefuls who may 
feel somewhat disillusioned with the electoral system and 
discouraged that the time, effort and money poured into their 
unsuccessful bids for office were not more effective. 

We would suggest that each of these men and women, with 
remarkably few exceptions, deserves an expression of grati- 
tude from those residents who truly care about the manage- 
ment of the municipality in which they live. Without these 
people seeking office, offering challenges to the other candi- 
dates, making suggestions for changes and reflecting the atti- 
tudes and wishes of the electorate, how would the system ever 
begin to work? 

In the political arena, challenge is necessary to ensure that 
apathy and complacency doesn’t overwhelm incumbents. 
Challenge is the fuel of change and of improvement and with- 
out a field of candidates willing to step forward and take on the 
mantle of public service, and with it the invariable slings and 
arrows of public scrutiny, our very system of government 
would fail. 

Today, all political hopefuls face the suspicions and critic- 
ism of a society barraged with reports of the corrupt and 
less-than-moral conduct of national officeholders. People 
want a change and are sometimes unaware that change is not 
always for the best. 

Many incumbents in this election who proved themselves 
fine public servants and excellent representatives of the peo- 
ple faced this environment of hositility and skepticism during 
their campaigns. It is only with time that voters may learn 
that change for the sake of change is often unwise. 

But to each of the candidates who worked so long and so 
diligently, expending energy, time and money to secure the 
right to represent voters in the management of their com- 
munities, we offer our heartfelt gratitude. Your very efforts 
provided a more worthwhile public service than many offer in 
a lifetime. 

A tribute to our 
good judgment 

At first, we attempted to. ignore them. 

But as more and more people called the distribution of 
flyers throughout Wayne accusing The Associated Newspap- 
ers, Inc and our owner and president David J. Willett of 
collusion in wrongdoing with the city of Wayne to our atten- 
tion, ignoring these immature, devious and foul-natured 
attempts to smear our reputation became more difficult. 

Our first call was, of course, to our corporate legal counsel, 
who advised us that anyone could have arbitrarily typed the 
name of the group which appeared on the bottom of the flyer 
as responsible for the inflammatory, libelous and scurrilous 
content. And the phone threat from one of the campaign man- 
agers announcing his intent to distribute such flyers discredit- 
ing us was not basis enough for a lawsuit.

The flyers, alleging impropriety in a loan from the city of 
Wayne to Associated Newspapers some years ago, and detail- 
ing an investigation of check kiting charges which was sum- 
marily dropped as without basis by the FBI, were prompted 
by the failure of one candidate to secure our sanction and 
endorsement for office. 

And, in retrospect, after watching this despicable and foul 
tactic and this group of vulgar, adolescent amateurs at work, 
it is obvious that our judgment in this case was flawless. 

We now understand, albeit painfully, the degree of incredul- 
ity and dismay veteran politicians must experience when 
attacks of such a coarse and base personal nature are made 
against them. 

We wonder what reaction these people would have if others 
attacked them in this manner although we are well aware that 
there are few individuals capable of such dispicable and 
heinous tactics.

Tap, click, squeak 


What's the definition of a 
click, a tap. a chirp or a 
squeak? These terms may not 
seem technical, but they are 
vital in ensuring that custom- 
ers and service technicians are 
speaking the same language 
when describing occassional 
problems in the highly complex 
cars and trucks of today. 

Ford has developed the 
“Customer Diagnostic Evalua- 
tion" process to make it easier 
for customers to describe 
symptoms and operating con- 
ditions to Ford and Lincoln- 
Mercury dealership techni- 
cians. 

“With customers providing 
specific comments to the tech- 
nicians, it gives us a better 
chance to make vehicle repairs 
right the first time,” said Ken 
Dwiggins, general sales and 
service manager. Ford Parts 
and Service Division. 

Customers can now simply 
check boxes on the evaluation 
form to answer a few questions 
that concentrate on four diffi- 
cult-to-fix areas: heating and 
air conditioning ; noise and vib- 
ration; automatic transmis- 
sion and engine driveability. 

In addition, the Customer Di- 
agnostic Evaluation gives de- 
finitions of vehicle sounds. For 
example, a click is a “light 
sound, like a ball point pen 
being clicked,” while tap is a 
“light hammering sound like 
tapping a pencil on a table. 

"This can convey a lot of in- 
formation to a technician," 
Dwiggin said. “Like the con- 
ductor of an orchestra, a ser- 
vice technician has an ear for 
minor annoyances that might 


diminish a vehicle's perform- 
ance." 

A new computerized in- 
formation and diagnostic sys- 
tem will help dealer service 
technicians “fix it right the 
first time.” according to Ford 
Motor Co. 

The company began install- 
ing its new Service Bay Di- 
agnostic System (SBDS) in 
Ford and Lincoln-Mercury 
dealerships throughout the 
country in the spring of 1991. 
SBDS is expected to increase 
customer satisfaction by im- 
proving dealership techicians’ 
ability to make fast, accurate 
vehicle diagnosis and service. 
It is also expected to reduce 
technician repair time and im- 
prove service shop produc- 
tivity. 

“There is no substitute for a 
knwoledgeable technician 
when it comes to performing 
repairs and satifying custom- 
ers," said Thomas J. Wagner, 
Ford vice president and gener- 
al manager of the Ford Parts 
and Service Division. 

“SBDS is a powerful tool de- 
signed to help technicians keep 
pace with the continuing 
growth of sophisticated vehicle 
systems. And that's what SBDS 
is all about-increasing custom- 
er satisfaction by enhancing 
the technician’s ability to fix it 
right the first time." 

Wagner added that the train- 
ing being given to technicians 
on SBDS is the most ambitious 
training effort the division has 
ever undertaken. He said about 
1,500 dealerships would have 
SBDS units installed by year 
end. 


Ford simplifies service 
with new diagnostic system 


Ford and Lincoln-Mercury dealers are now using the new Service Bay Diagnostic System 
(SBDS), a computenzed information and diagnostic system designed to enhance a technician's 
ability to "fix it right the first time " SBDS features a Portable Vehicle Analyzer (insert photo) which 
allows the dealer technician to electronically record engine date during a test-drive to identify 
hard-to find problems. 


The Ford system is designed 
to address two of the most frus- 
trating service department 
occurances-intermittent prob- 
lems and hard-to-find prob- 
lems. These are problems in 
the base engine, electronic en- 
gine controls, ignition and fuel 
systems that are difficult to 
pinpoint with conventional 
tools and methods. 

While SBDS has a variety of 
uses for dealership service de- 
partments, it will be most 


effective when connected to a 
two-way Data Communication 
Link (DCL), presently avail- 
able in certain Ford. Lincoln 
and Mercury vehicles. With 
this hook-up, vehicles can send 
their readings to SBDS. which 
can interpret the data and 
assist the technician in a 
guided diagnosis of the prob- 
lem.. The system can be 
adapted to work on all Ford- 
built cars and trucks from 1986 
to the present. 


The guided diagnostics fea- 
ture is accessed when the tech- 
nician enters a symptom code 
that describes the problem and 
the vehicle identification num- 
ber. Next, with the help of the 
technician, SBDS will run 
through a series of tests aimed 
at isolating the cause of the 
problem. When the problem is 
detected, the techinician can 
access the information to assist 
with the repair process. Once 
the repair is made, the techni- 


cian can use SBDS to retest the 
vehicle to make sure that the_ 
problem has been corrected. 

“Our customers are our 
greatest asset," Wagner said. 
“SBDS will be a tremendous 
tool for helping us provide the 
quality service our Ford and 
Lincoln-Mercury owners de- 
serve. We intend to provide 
them with not only quality 
cars, but also quality care for 
those cars.”
